Modern educational research and

T A R A N IS has known three different pe- 
^ riods, and there are three levels of foun­ 
dations separated by layers of sand. 
But the three towns that grew successively

Egyptian officialdom has held the all- 
time world championship in ingenuity and 
thoroughness of taxation schemes, and it is 
a pretty safe bet that no person or piece 
of property in K aran is ever escaped the 
assessors. 
A fter D r. B o ak has had time 
enough to pore over sheet after sheet of 
cracked papyrus, he will know more about 
the K aranians of 20 0 0 years ago than
